AMERICAN ‘PRIMITIVE’ PAINTINGS 


Numbers 345 to 372 comprise the collection of American ‘primitives’ 
formed by Mrs Juliana Force of South Salem, N. Y., and New York 
City. The term ‘American primitives’ is applied to paintings by ob- 
scure, and mostly anonymous, eighteenth and nineteenth century 
provincial American artists whose work is recognized as the founda- 
tion of native American painting, independent of and unschooled by 
foreign influence. Mrs Force was one of the first to comprehend and 
draw attention to the peculiar significance which these canvases possess 
for the student of American painting, and her collection, which we 
are now offering, is outstanding besides being a pioneer accumulation 
of these paintings. Among the several public exhibitions of American 
primitives held in New York in recent years, the exhibition of Amert- 
can Folk Art, at the Museum of Modern Art, New York City, 


1932, will be remembered with great interest.
